optimistic about the new laws, but 
it is thought that an insert of 
1-franc and just possibly 2-francs 
will become the rule for all sites.

The exterior of Tivolino 
arcades is always the same, so 
that people can recognise them. 
One that I visited was in the old 
part of the city, an exclusive 
quarter where expensive 
boutiques and good restaurants 
are found. This arcade, I was told, 
had the same decor as all the 
other Tivolino arcades. The floor 
was paved with stones of a type 
more usually found outside, in a 
courtyard, for example. The big 
attraction was, understandably, 
the pay-out machines. These, in 
all Tivolino arcades, are placed 
on specially designed stands. 
Flippers were obviously popular, 
so were the up-to-date arcade 
games. And there were some 
cocktail table video games, with 
seats, and these do well. Lighting 
was subdued, which means that 
the machines, when they are lit 
up, are seen to the very best 
advantage. The whole decor was 
thought up by Mr. Hansrudi 
Jecklin, the head of Tivolino.

PAY-OUT MACHINES 


By Mary Openshaw 


Recently I paid a short visit to Zurich, which is the busiest 
operating centre in Switzerland. There I not only saw some of the 
splendid arcades that have now become very much a part of day-to-day 
amusement in the city, but I heard of all the latest news and 


the makes that are the most 
successful are Lówen machines 
from Germany, and Barcrest 
machines from Britain. 


VOTE 


In some cantons there has 
been opposition to the machines, 
and referendums have been 
called. Unfortunately the vote 
always went against them, it is 
thought because only the people 
who were against them bothered 
to vote. There have been about six 
of these referendums up to now, 
the last in Basle, where many 
machines were operating. It was 
a terrible blow to operators there, 
but in this case, and for the first 
time, the result is to be brought 
before the highest court of appeal 
in Switzerland. The verdict is 
absolutely unpredictable, but it 
will have a strong influence on the 
future of pay-out machines in the 
country. 


And in Zürich a local trade 
association, formed by arcade 
operators, is working hand-in- 
hand with the cantonal 
authorities on a project for a new 
law concerning automatics. 
Actually this law will cover all 
places of entertainment, and a 
section of it is to cover 
automatics. 


At present in Zürich the 
insert for play on pay-out 
machines is limited to 2-francs in 
arcades, but in other places (bars, 
cafes, etc.) it can be as high as 
8-francs. There is no limit on the 
amount that can be paid out. The 
limit in force in arcades is due to 
a decision made by the V.U.B., the 
local trade association, and it was 
a wise one. Everyone is very 


developments in the countrv. 


Perhaps I had better explain 
the unusual situation in 
Switzerland where automatics 
are concerned for a start. The 
country is divided up into 
“cantons” and each canton has а 
certain autonomy. But it is always 
the population which decides 
what shall be done in certain 
matters. This is how it works. If a 
controversial matter comes up, or 
if someone objects to something 
and gets sufficient support (not a 
very great deal is necessary), then 
a referendum is called, and the 
matter is decided by the way the 
voting goes. This is what has 
happened with machines that pay 
out cash. 

I won't go into the long storv 
of the development oi these 
machines in Switzerland. It is 
sufficient to say that about five or 
six years ago a new Federal Law 
was made which states that 
machines paying out cash must 
have an element of skill about 
them. Also, each model had to be 
passed by the Department of 
Justice and Police in Berne. After 
that, it was — and still is — up to 
each canton to accept the 
machines, or not. At present 
about half the cantons allow 
them, all in German speaking 
Switzerland, which is the largest 
part of the country. Amusement 
games of all kinds also have to be 
passed by the authorities in 
Berne, but there is no difficulty 
there, it is more a formality than 
anything else. 

It isn't easy to get a pay-out 
machine passed in Berne. At first 
most were made in Switzerland, 
and some still are. But today the 
most popular are imported, and

Brendan came over to 
London not so long after 
the Association was 
formed, with Michael 
Hallinan, the secretary of 
the Association. There 
they met John Singleton, 
who Brendan said was the 
greatest possible help in 
arranging the 
Association's first 
approach to the Minister 
of Justice. ‘‘We discussed 
the matter of allowing 
uprights and slots in pubs 
with him, but we had no 
luck this time. But it was 
only our first meeting, and 
we shall certainly meet 
again," he stressed. He 
remembers always that it 
took 19 years of hard 
work to get the good laws 
in force in Britain today. 
He and the Association 
are prepared to work, but 
he did say, "I hope we 
shall get a good law in less 
time than that!" He would 
like Ireland to have laws 
similar to those in Britain. 


"We want a law that 
allows amusement with 
prizes, a form of 
gambling, fun gambling, 
for the man in the street. 
This came in the U.K., and 
in some continental 
countries as well. Why, 
even in Spain people can 
win cash today," he 
pointed out. 


Brendan mentioned 
tourism, Ireland's second 
biggest industry. "We in 
the automatics business 
are contributing towards 
entertainment. People 
want entertainment or 
amusement of some kind 
or another on hand all the 
time. I’d like to see a 
casino here, it would 
attract tourists", he said. 
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formed the Irish 
Amusement Trades 
Association, the main 


object of which is to help 
the single site operators. 
Brendan was elected 
chairman, and immedi- 
ately got to work. And not 
only was the work they 
were doing helping the 
single site operator, but 
the arcade operator as 
well. For one of the first 
results he explained. ۶ 
have definite word that 
the insert and pay-out 
limits on slot machines 
are to be changed for the 
bet!er." he said.

Our personality of the 
month comes this time 
from the Republic of 
Ireland. 


Brendan Murphy is a 
native of Dublin, and after 
graduating in commercial 
studies from University 
College, Dublin, he took a 


job with the Sankey 
agents in Ireland, after 11 
years he was general 
manager — but not too 


happy. “What I wanted 
was independence," he 
said. 

This was in 1975, and 
he left his job to set up as 
a single site operator of 


amusement games, 
starting in a very small 
way with just 20 


machines. Today he heads 


his own firm, Video 
Games (Ireland) Ltd., 
which must not be 


confused with a German 
firm also called Video 
Games. He operates 
within a 30 mile radius of 
Dublin, and now has 300 
machines. He also 
supplies equipment to 
other operators. He has 
no arcades. ‘‘I always had 
enormous faith in the 
business," he told me at 
this stage in our ta’k. 


He spoke of his 
operation, and said he has 
video games, pinballs, 
pool, tournament soccer 
and juke boxes. These last 
mentioned are nearly all 
RockOla, the make he 
prefers, and he allows 
about ten new discs each 
fortnight. “Of course I 
couldn't survive on juke 
boxes alone, but I can't be 
without them, either," he 
said. “The good point 
about them is that they 
last, while video games, 
for example, have to be 
changed about very 
often." 
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talk, Brendan had 
something to say about 
Ireland. "With the North 
and the Republic together . 
we have only five million 
people here. That, in real 
terms, compares with 
about half of London. 
Manufacturers should be 
patient with their 
distributors here. We're a 
good market, but five 
million people is only five 
million people, after all," 
he said. ‘‘We’ve got to be 
reasonable about it.” 


He would like to see 
more manufacturers 
taking the opportunity of 
setting up plants in 
Ireland. ‘‘There are 
tremendous advantages to 
firms doing this, with 
finance for all capital 
investments. The 
government will help, and 
help a lot, any firm that is 
creating employment. And 
export profits are tax 
free," he explained. And 
he added, as a final word: 
"People should realise 
that we aren't a war zone 
here in the Republic of 
Ireland."

Like all sensible people, 
Brendan Murphy likes to 
see the automatics 
business getting on to a 
progressively more 
professional footing. He 
feels that the Coin-Op 
show helped this, and he 
forsees that it will be a far 
bigger show next time. 


Brendan resigned from 
his position of Chairman 
of the association at the 
meeting held during the 
show, but he is a 
committee member. ''The 
reason I did not continue 
as chairman is simply that 
on principle I feel that it is 


unhealthy for an 
association to be 
identified too much with a 
personality", he said. 
Kevin Niland, another 
good man, is the new 
chairman. 


Apart from continuing 
to work towards getting 
better laws for Ireland, 
the Association is now 
striving to get video 
games working at a 20 
pence insert. "We must 
do this all together”, 
stressed Brendan. 


To end our interesting 


aspects of them, as he

quickly. Then, as a player 
on a video game gets good 
at it, he stays on the game 
longer, with extended 
play or free plays. We 
want games where as the 
players get better at them, 
so the game goes more 
quickly, and they spend 
more money.

I 
feel that the industry 
should be aiming at 
creating games like that." 


Of the business in 
general, Brendan insists,

working I'm losing 


money." He went to the 
States last year, and met 
some operators. “I was 
really surprised when I 
met operators who 
started in much the same 
way that I did, but I felt 
that they definitely tended 
to by-pass this aspect of 
the business."

He continued: “We in 
the Association are so 
convinced of the quality 
and reliability of the pay- 
out machines of today 
that we would be 
perfectly agreeable to 
demonstrate them to the 
authorities. We can prove 
that the player is getting a 
square deal. And the 
State can benefit, too, 
with a reasonable 
operational box.”’ 


What the Association is 
pushing for is to get 
uprights апа slot 
machines into not only 
pubs, but clubs as well. 
"We have a lot of clubs 
here, sporting clubs are 
specially popular", said 
Brendan. ''But these 
machines are not allowed 
in clubs either." He and 


everyone else is 
optimistic, and the fight 
will go on. 


He spoke of some of the 
other problems in the 
business. ‘‘One problem is 
the type of game we have 
to accept today,” he said.
